Due to an irregularity in the voting at the annual stockholders' 
meeting held January 10, 1927, the election of directors for the 
ensuing year was ''not completed. The Irregularity arose out of 
the allegation that the signature of one of the stockholders on 
a" proxy, whicl) 'was voted by the secretary, was not genuine. 
The asserted falsity of the signature was discovered when the 
stockholder, whose narrfe was on the proxy, was not allowed 
to vote when he appeared at the meeting. An objection was 
immediately raised by a majority of the stockholders present, 
who claimed, that the election was not legal and should be 
called off. After somo discussion the directors agreed to have 
another election, but no date was set. The meeting was then 
adjourned.

The directors, at their next regular meeting, announced that 
according to their Interpretation of the By-laws, It was not within 
their power to call another election unless a petition, demanding 
that the Board of Directors call a special stockholders' meeting 
for the .purpose of electing a Board of Directors, Be signed by 
one-third of the stockhofflers and be presented to^the' Board. 
This petition has been presented to the Board jn^iJHrectors, 
who have set May 14, 1927, as the date for the -new, election.

When- some of the members of the present Board went Into 
office about five years ago, an assessment <was levied and 
practically all of the debts contracted by the previous Board 
mere Raid. A statement Issued by the Board of Directors at 
the beginning of this year shows that, the' company was in debt' 
to the extent of about S4.000.00 on January 1, 1927. In the face 
of ail the Indebtedness, the wages of the 'secretary and the pump 
man were Increased by the Board.

Judging from the expression of a majority of the stockholders 
present at the annual meeting held January 10th, It appeared
